Let us, therefore, take the 
offensive against communism! 



We must begin at the very heart of our system of govern-bo 
ment—with the individual, the citizen—with you. bic. ' 


Can you be duped and used by the communist conspirator ? 

You can 11 you have not learned the ABC's of communism! Think for a~ 

moment. Are you one of the millions who have not vet completed the 

primer of communist tactics? 

If your answer is "yes" to that question, you are not alone, 
but you are learning where the fight on communism must begin. It has to 
begin with you, for only when every citizen learns the truth about com¬ 
munism can we become Impervious to its menace. The Individual citizen 
must take the field against communism. He can do so effectively only with f 
the weapon of knowledge and the armor of vigilance.

Can you recognize the Communist Party line? Do you know 
how the communists maneuver to get you to do their dirty work? Are you 
aware of how the concealed communist, from a vantage point of prominence - 
whether it be in government, news media, labor unions, churches, or 
schools — implants his sugared poison which the pseudo-liberal swallows 
whole, and, with a gullibility impossible to believe, thereafter becomes 
the unwitting transmission belt for spreading the insidious poison still further'^’ 




There is evidence that a foremost objective in the step-by- 
step advance of the communist conspiracy is to render impotent the 
lQygflUgatlve powers of the legislature . Communism can exist only in dark

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areas where its creeping tentacles can fix themselves firmly. Exposed to 
the light of truth. Us strength withers and shrinks. Do vou give solid moral 
support to those membersof the legislature who, in properly discharging 
their duties, uncover cores of subversion and the inevitable periphery of 
fellow travelers? 

We must assume the offensive against communism on every 
front—in education, in the field of economics, in the political life of our 
nation and, most specifically, on the spiritual front, for we do not live in 
a static world. The story of history is the story of change. If we are 
unable to feed with dynamic faith the great spiritual force which molded 
us Into a nation we shall be forced to retreat before the strength of false 
prophets. 


We must forge ahead always! Knowledge of the enemy helps 
develop the wisdom and discernment which are essential if we are to deal 
with him effectively. We must anticipate his every move and circumvent 
such moves before he makes them. As a medical man must know the symptom s 
of an illness before he can diagnose it. the citizen must understand t he 
nature of communism before he can combat it . The task of intellectual 
leaders today is to make themselves cognizant of the true nature of the 
communist enemy and to reveal that truth to every citizen. Communism is 
the natural enemy of the true liberal . It is inherently the enemy of the 
intellectual. It is the deadly enemy of Christian, Jew, Moslem--of all who 
believe in the Fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of man The individual 
vho assumes a cloak of neutrality in the present struggle is neither 
intellectual nor liberal. He cannot be religious. He is not neutral. At 
best, he is the dupe of forces which are wholly evil. 

[t is especially vital that persons in the field of education 
inform themselves of every aspect of the communist conspiracy. Only 
when such leaders go beyond the dictionary definition--only when they 
explore the reality of the evil which inescapably flows from this philosophy— 
can they reveal its fatal flaws to their students 

Through lack of knowledge of communist tactics, scores of 
instructors in scholastic institutions are even today being duped into 
activities which further the cause of communism Many are hoodwinked 
into espousing communist causes; others, by disavowing the ideals which 
made their country great, serve —indirectly, perhaps, but inescapably, 
nevertheless - -tbe cause of communism. 
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The minds of young people on college campuses form the 
soil In which the conspirator Is determined to implant seeds from which 
to reap a communist harvest* The truth about communism will never b e 
learned from a communist - Such a one Is an experienced propagandist 
whose sole objective is concealment of the truth* One does not get the 
truth about the conspiracy from an alert and sober communist propagandist. 
Rather, the true intent is detailed in secret or is blurted out in unguarded 
moments. A Khrushchev threatening, '‘We will bury you!" is a far more 
accurate measure of communist intent than a Khrushchev cooing coexistence! 

A communist conspirator plotting the destruction of our freedonr 
in the underground would seem to be a long cry from the campus philosopher 
who propagates collectivism among naive, impressionable minda . Yet how 
far are they apart? The mind which is truly liberal should be the first to 
condemn that which is faise and hypocritical. Surely nothing can equal 
the obscene spectacle of the communist corruptionist hiding behind the 
shield of academic freedom in order to utilize his concealed weapons more 
effectively in behalf of tyranny! 

It is the vital task of educators to transmit to their students 
the vision and the challenge of a philosophy which holds sacred the dignity 
of the individual. Today, ithe forces of materialism are directing concen ¬ 
trated power against that philosophy of freedo m, and only the intellectual-- 
the thinking person—uninfluenced by the collectivist code persistently 
promoted by our pseudo-liberals, can preserve our freedom. To the true 
intellectual, the contrast of life under a system built on the basis of 
Judaic-Christian morality with that of a brutal tyranny under enforced 
atheism is clear-cut. 

Men and women in the field of religion must play a more vital 
role. Communism is fanatically opposed to religion. Communists reject 
belief in God, morals derived from religious principles, and the immortality 
of the soul. A communist theoretician said flatly: 

"It is our duty to do even more than we have done to make the 
antireligious movement, not only in the IL S. S. R. , but tn the capitalist
